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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  annual  report 
relative  to  your  schools. 

There  have  been  five  faculty  changes  since  last  year. 
Mr.  Arthur  W.  Danielson  of  Pittsburg  was  elected  to 
the  position  of  headmaster,  vacated  by  Mr.  Crowther. 
Mr.  Danielson  was  educated  at  Bates  College,  with  ad- 
vanced study  at  Oswego  Normal  School  and  the  Uni- 
versity-of  New  Hampshire.  He  had  four  years  teaching 
experience  at  Mexico,  Maine,  and  Ipswich,  Massachu- 
setts, and  has  been  headmaster  for  four  years  at 
Pittsburg. 

Miss  Agnes  Fitch  of  Wilmington,  Vermont,  a  grad- 
uate of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  last  June,  is 
teaching  English  and  social  studies.  In  addition,  she  is 
coaching  girls'  basketball.  Miss  Fitch  replaces  Miss 
Parks. 

Miss  Doris  Bourassa  of  Lewiston,  a  graduate  of  the 
Maine  School  of  Commerce,  with  advanced  study  at  the 
University  of  Maine,  and  one  year  of  teaching  exper- 
ience at  North  Stratford,  replaced  Miss  Garabedian  as 
commerce  teacher.  In  early  December  Miss  Bourassa 
was  obliged  to  give  up  her  position  due  to  ill  health. 

Mr.  Samuel  Finkle  of  Lynn,  a  graduate  of  Salem 
Teachers'  College,  with  two  years  experience  teaching 
commerce  at  Pittsburg,  plus  service  during  the  war  in 
the  United  States  Coast  Guard,  has  replaced  Miss  Bour- 
assa. 

Mrs.  Marion  Lewis  of  Littleton,  a  graduate  of  Plym- 


72 


outh,  replaced  Miss  Nancy  Klingensmith  in  the  junior 
high  school.  Mrs.  Lewis  has  had  five  years  teaching 
experience  in  Littleton,  Lyman  and  Lisbon. 

The  enrollment  last  year  as  will  be  seen  by  the  table 
at  the  end  of  this  report  was  169.  This  year  171  have 
registered,  10  more  than  on  the  corresponding  date  last 
year. 

New  reading,  arithmetic  and  music  books  for  Grades 
5  and  6  have  been  furnished.  New  spelling  books  for  all 
grades  have  been  purchased.  Many  old  books  have  been 
replaced  and  new  books  supplied  for  some  high  school 
courses. 

The  medical  inspection  report  of  last  year  showed  149 
pupils  were  examined  and  the  following  defects  noted 
and  reported  to  parents:  Underweight  23,  defective 
vision  4,  defective  hearing  5,  defective  teeth  15,  dis- 
eased tonsils  7.  The  school  nurse  reported  corrections  as 
follows:  Underweight  14,  defective  teeth  15,  diseased 
tonsils  2.  Two  vision  clinics  were  held.  Athletic  groups 
had  a  complete  physical  examination  by  the  school  doc- 
tor. 

The  penny  milk  program  is  again  being  carried  on 
this  year.  A  lunch  of  hot  soup  or  cocoa  is  being  pre- 
pared during  the  winter. 

The  war  has  ended  but  the  shortage  of  teachers  con- 
tinues. Some  men  are  returning  to  high  school  posi- 
tions, so  that  the  high  school  situation  has  eased 
slightly  except  in  certain  fields  such  as  home  economics 
and  commerce.  Elementary  teachers,  however,  are 
leaving  their  positions  for  marriage,  or  other  causes 
much  faster  than  new  elementary  teachers  have  been 
trained  as  replacements.  The  shortage  of  elemen- 
tary teachers  started  even  before  the  war,  when  four 
years  of  training  were  required  to  secure  a  position 
paying  less  than  high  school  teachers  received.  At  the 
present  time  it  is  difficult  to  secure  enough  elementary 
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teachers  in  our  state  to  keep  all  schools  running  an- 
other year. 

The  remedy  for  this  situation  is  undoubtedly  higher 
salaries  so  that  girls  will  feel  more  inducement  to 
train  as  elementary  teachers.  The  present  shortage 
will  continue  for  the  next  few  years  until  replace- 
ments have  been  trained. 

This  situation,  together  with  equipment  needs  and 
increasing  prices  of  all  materials  in  this  inflationary 
period,  is  increasing  the  financial  cost  of  schools. 

The  cooperation  of  the  public  has  been  generously 
offered  the  past  year.  This  has  been  thoroughly  ap- 
preciated by  the  entire  school  personnel.

Headmaster's  Report 


The  following  is  my  first  report  and  summary  of 
work  accomplished  in  Bethlehem  High  School. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Doris  Bourassa  and  now 
Mr.  Samuel  Finkle  the  Commercial  Department  is 
publishing  a  monthly  paper,  the  B.  H.  S.  COMET.  A 
yearbook  will  also  be  published.  Mr.  Finkle  is  also 
helping  coach  boys'  basketball,  and  will  handle  base- 
ball in  the  spring. 

Miss  Agnes  Fitch  has  done  an  excellent  job  coach- 
ing plays  and  girls'  basketball.  Miss  Fitch  is  also 
faculty  advisor  for  the  Sakatyn  Club. 

In  the  junior  high  school  pupils  have  shown  marked 
improvement  in  reading  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Lewis.  A  number  of  fine  booklets  were  made  for  the 
Red  Cross  during  the  winter  as  a  special  project. 

Scholarship  is  being  stressed  this  year  with  the  fol- 
lowing prizes  being  awarded  at  graduation:  Glessner 
award  for  scholarship  and  good  citizenship ;  Becker  Col- 
lege award  for  excellence  in  commercial  studies ;  Bausch 
and  Lomb  Award  for  excellence  in  scientific  study ;  and 
the  Readers  Digest  Award  to  the  valedictorian  of  the 
senior  class. 

Five  graduates  of  the  Class  of  1945  are  attending 
college  or  training  to  be  nurses.    Two  are  in  the  service. 

The  present  senior  class  is  planning  a  class  trip  to 
Washington,  D.  C,  in  April.  Funds  have  been  raised  to 
meet  the  cost  by  plays,  socials,  movies,  and  sales.  Two 
chaperons  will  accompany  the  group. 

Pupils  in  this  school  have  purchased  over  $800.00 
worth  of  War  Stamps  and  Bonds  so  far. 
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The  penny  milk  and  hot  lunch  program  is  being 
handled  successfully  by  students  and  teachers. 

Mrs.  Buswell  is  putting  on  a  Minstrel  Show  this  year. 
Two  of  the  High  School  teachers  are  taking  active 
parts.  The  elementary  teachers  presented  an  excellent 
Christmas  program  in  December. 

In  basketball,  the  girls  have  received  new  uniforms 
and  the  boys  have  new  jerseys  with  new  suits  still  on 
order.  We  hope  to  buy  jackets  for  both  boys  and  girls. 
We  also  hope  to  buy  baseball  equipment  this  year.  Boys 
and  girls  in  grades  6,  7,  and  8  have  received  weekly  in- 
struction in  basketball. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens,  school  staff,  and  pupils  of 
Bethlehem  who  have  cooperated  in  making  this  year  a 
successful  one.
